county, 
David G. Bowman, 
deputy 
revenue collector, with a central office 
on the 
second floor of the 
Federal 
building, Baltimore street, today an­ 
nounced 
a list of towns in 
Adams 
county', dates and places a t 
which he 
will sit to give information pertain­ 
ing to the revenue laws. 
According to the schedule arranged,

Bowman expects to 
spend one 
day 
each 
month in 
the 
principal 
towns in 
the county. 
On all 
other 
days, 
he will be in his office here, 
except when out on special missions.

announcing the 
schedule, Mr. 
Bowman called attention to the 
fact 
that all 
individual, state, 
corporate 
and partnership taxes for the 
year 
1922 w’ere now payable. 
March Id 


is set by law as the last day on which 
tax returns can be filed without hav­ 
ing a penalty attached. 
Concerning Individuals 
Concerning individual income taxes, 
Mr. 
Bowman 
said all single 
men 
having a net income of $1,000 or more 
and m arried men with net incomes of 
$2,000 and over, must file income tax 
returns 
with his 
office, 
regardless 
of w hether they are exempt from pay­ 
ment of the income tax . 
“ Many men 
forget the necessity of making proper 
returns," 
the revenue collector said, 
“although the oversight is most times 
unintentional.” 
In sitting regularly at the various 
towns in Adams county, Mr. Bowman 
hopes to educate taxpayers to come 
to him for 
information 
in

their returns.

Harbaugh,

Civil W ar, died at his home in F air­ 
field, Tuesday evening at 4:30 o'clock1 
from a complication of diseases. 
He 
was aged 83 years, 4 months and 18 
days. 
Mr. Harbaugh, a native of Adams 
county, enlisted on September 3, 1861 
with the First Pennsylvania Reserves, 
Fifth Corps. 
He rose to the rank of 
first sergeant of Company K, 
serv­ 
ing an enlistm ent of three years. 
In the Battle of Gettysburg. 
Mr. 
Harbaugh was one of the defenders 
of 
Little Round 
Top. 
During 
the 
fighting there, his closest friend was 
killed as 
he lay 
beside the 
Adams 
county soldier behind a stone wall. 
Besides 
taking part in a 
number of 
minor engagements, M r. 
Harbaugh 
participated in tho battles at Charles 
City Crossroads, South Mountain and 
A ntietam . 
He was discharged from the Union 
arm y on February 9, 1864 and on the
